Some perhaps may think this to be bur a ſuperſtitious obſer+ 
vation; bur they are ſimple and tooliſh nor to know that this 
proceederh from the confticution of the aire; which (whether 
wholeſome or unwholſome) appeareth more ſubrilly in ſuch 
things as theſe, then to the tenſe of man it either doth or can, 
And if the aire be corrupted, putrefaRtion abounds, thi 
growing are blaſted, the humors altered, bloud corrupt 
and dilcaſes equivalent produced,as alſo the mind of man ig- 
elined to ſuch and ſuch aRions 8s agree thereunto.
